HARRY PERALT ALEMAN, known as HARRY SAM 

ALEMAN, FBI Number 711489 D, has been the subject of five 
separate investigations in the Chicago Office of the 

FBI in the past. ALEMAN is presently under investigation 
in three separate pending Chicago Division cases, entitled, 
"HARRY PERALT ALEMAN, aka ET AL,ITSP, TIP 87-44475". A 
second investigation into his suspected crime activities 
is also presently pending entitled, "HARRY PERALT ALEMAN, 
aka, AR 92-4565!!, 


In addition, ALEMAN is one of the subjects in the 
present investigation.  ALEMAN, according to confidential 
informants of the Chicago Office of the FBI, as well as 
information received from Chicago Police and IBI sources 
is presently an organized crime "enforcer". ALEMAN is 
believed to work for his uncle, JOSEPH FERRIOLA, also 
known as JOEY NEGAL.
